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Continuation of 1 1. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: the Examiner does not agree with applicant that 
the limitation active layer made from "semiconducting conjugated polymer selected from the group consisting of poly (3-alkylthiophene) 
and poly (p-phenylene vinylene) polymer" was added in the original application: (a) only to more clearly define the invention and (b) not to 
define patentable subject matter over prior art . Patent application claims are always issued at least as per 35 U.S.C. 112, 35 U.S.C. 102 
and 35 U.S.C. 103. Under 35 U.S.C. 112, the claimed invention is always required to be defined more clearly. Under 35 U.S.C. 103, the 
claimed invention is always required to define the patentable subject matter over prior art. Both of these requirements were met in the 
original application by adding the limitation "selected from the group consisting of poly (3-alkylthiophene) and poly (p-phenylene vinylene) 
polymer". Absence of Examiner's statement to indicate that added limitation "selected from the group consisting of poly (3-alkylthiophene) 
and poly (p-phenylene vinylene) polymer" in the original application was to define the claimed invention: over prior art and for clarity, is not 
to be understood that the added limitation in the original application was only to define the invention more clearly and not to define over 
prior art. As to the obviousness-type double patenting rejection of instant claims 1-3, as mentioned in the Final Rejection, claims 1, 3, 4 
and 5 of U.S. Patents 5,705,888 recite applicant's claimed invention as recited instant claims 1-3. Claims 1, 3, 4 and 5 of U.S.Patent 
5,705,888 recite a specific form of applicant's claimed poly (p-phenylene vinylene). The soluble nature of the poly (p-phenylene vinylene) 
is its physical property (which is also evidenced by applicant's claim 2) 
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
